California must toe the mark as 
pledged by chiropractors who 
waged the successful fight Iast No- 
vember for recognition of chiro- 
practic.

The committee took under dis- 
cussion the matter of setting 2 
standard course of instruction in 
chiropractic schools and colleges 
for the purpose of approving or 
disapproving such schools, The 
chiropractic initlative law will be 
the basia for investigation of the 
California schools, Those schools 
which do not come up to the stand- 
ard will be disapproved, it ta stated. 

“Tho iniUative law legalizing 
chiropractic in Callfornia will be 
upheld by the State Executive Com- 
mittes of the California, State Chir- 
opractic Society In every particu- 
lar,” sald Dr. Frank Pyott. secre- 
tary of the organization, “It fs our 
intentlon to raise the standard of 
chiropractic and those chiropractic 
institutions that do not come up to 
the required standard will not be 
recognized.” 

It is announced that the first 
chiropractic examinations sched- 
uled to be conducted In Los Ange- 
Jes the Sth Inat., will not be con- 
ducted until a late date, due to the 
application of nearly 1500 chtra- 
practorm, 
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
